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REMARKS- 


The above-listed amendments are fully supported fay the Appfcation as fiisd, m 
particular, ciaims 1-30 as filed. The amendments do not narrow the scope of the pending 
claims, but merely involve formalities, grammatical oversights/preferences, typological errors, 
and the li ke. These amendments to the ciaims are made solely to obtain expeditious allowance 
of the instant application. Amendment of the claims is made without prejudice ana without 
intent to abandon any originally claimed subject matter and without intent to acquiesce in any 
rejection of record. Entry of the claim amendments is respectfully requested. 


The Office ; Action mailed March 31 , 2006 stated that the first paragraph concerning 
mlated applications should be amended to include the patent number of the parent application, 
Applicants have amended the specification to Inciude a nsference to U S. Patent No. 8,718,979, 
as requested. 


Claims 10, 13, 20 and 23 were objected to because of the following formalities: in claims 
10, 13 and 20 "chafatingmoiety" should be -chelating moiety-, th claim 23 "aormatic" should be 
-^aromatic- and on Slne S/form a* should be -forms an- and after R 42 "form" should be -forms-. 
Each of the claims is amended accordingly. 


Ciaims 1 , 11, 1:5, 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.,S,<1 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for the use of phrases; ^ha ving a formula" and "comprising a formula." To. 
overcome this rejection* the Office Action suggested changing the expressions to: >! of the 
formula,* AccordingSy r each of claims 1,11,. IS and 21 (claim 22 is canceled) have been 
amended to recite "of the formula" in place of* having a formula* or "comprising a formula," 
Applicants believe that in view of the amendments the rejection under 35 § 1 12 has been 

rendered moot.
